Cy: it 18, * that this Nation whoſe Natives for Huma- 


nity and good Nature have beeu accounted of, chrough- 
out the known Worid, ſhould fo much degenerate in 
theſe latter Apes,- as to produce a (ort of Men, whoare fo: 
wedded to obſtinacy and grounded in Rebellious Principles,

Treaſon, and pleadirg not 
Guilty, Diſinie defired Council but was denyed as not at lowa- 
ble 
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ble in fuch Capital -Caſes, yer upon farther Requeſt he had 
leave to make uſe of what Books be thought fie, to prepare 
him for his Defence, and time given him till the 25th. of 
Fune, 1635. When being brought ro the Barr and the In- 
_ difment Read and opened, ir appeared againft him upon 
Oath, thar he had aQually Printed choſeTreaſonable Libels, 
' and publickly read one of them at the entertainment of ſome 
perſons that came to vifit him 3 as likewiſe his Intention to 
diſperſe them ; together with the manner of Diſcovery, and - 
finding the Libels, and printing materials, and other Circum- 
ſtances ſo plainly Evident, that he could make little or no de- 
fence, whereupon, after a full hearing, wherein he had all the 
reaſonable liberty imaginable to make his ObjeQions the Jury 
found him. Guilty of High-Treaſon, and hethereupon recei- 
ved Sentence, to be drawn upon a Hurdle to the place of Execu- 
tion, there to be hane'd by the Neck not till dead, but being Cut 
down alive, his privy members to be Cut off. bis Brwels taken out 
and Burnt before bis Face, his Head to be ſevered from his Body, 
and hi: Bdy ta be divided into four quarters, andto be diſpoſed 
of at big Majeſties pleaſure, _. l EE. 
' Att Faceace he leemed much gdejeged, as bein? confej#- ; 
ous of fo great a Crime, by which (o much miſchief mighe 
have happened had not a timely Diſcovery prevented it; and 
percieving the Day of Execution: the reward of his Trea- 
ſons ) approached, a concluding with himſelf that there 
could not be reaſonably any mercy expeRed for ſo notorious 
a wickedneſs, he began (eriouſly co berhink him of his paſt 
fins and of a future State (appearing.to ſuch as attended him) 
ro be much concerned-chat he had pulled ſuch miſerie and dif- 
grace upon himſelf, when he might have lived peaccably and 
happily had he followed his buſineſs, and much at that rate 
continued he cl] che Day, being the 2 g1h. of Tune, & having 
'taken leave of ſuch Friends as came to pay him their laſt vific 
in the Marſbalſes Priſon, was put into aSledge brought for that 
purpoſe, about Nine in the Morning, and attended with a
